22. The compound of claim 1 wherein Ri is -CH(CH 2 OR)(ethyl) and each 
occurrence of R is independently selected from Ci^alkyl. 

23. The compound of claim 1 wherein R\ is -CH(CH 2 OR)(n-butyl) and each 
occurrence of R is independently selected from d. 6 alkyl. 

24. The compound of claim 1 wherein Ri is -CH(CH 2 OR)(tert-butyl) and each 
occurrence of R is independently selected from Ci^alkyl. 

25. The compound of claim 1 wherein Ri is -CH(CH 2 OR)(4-chloro-benzyl) 
and each occurrence of R is independently selected from Ci. 6 alkyl. 

26. The compound of claim 1 wherein Ri is -CH(CH 2 OR)(CH 2 CH 2 SCH 3 ) and 
each occurrence of R is independently selected from Ci^alkyl. 

27. The compound of claim 1 wherein Rj -CH(CH 2 CH 3 )(CH 2 0benzyl). 

28. The compound of claim 1 wherein R 2 is methyl. 

29. The compound of claim 1 wherein R 2 is ethyl. 
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30. A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound of claim 1 in 
combination with a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier or diluent. 



31. A method for treating a disorder manifesting hypersecretion of CRF in a 
warm-blooded animal, comprising administering to the animal an effective amount of the 
pharmaceutical composition of claim 30. 

32. The method of claim 3 1 wherein the disorder is stroke. 

33. The method of claim 3 1 wherein the disorder is anxiety. 

34. The method of claim 3 1 wherein the disorder is depression. 

35. The method of claim 3 1 wherein the disorder is irritable bowel syndrome. 
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
